THE  GOVERNMENT  RELIGIOUS 
CENSUS. 

(Victor  I.  Masters.  Supt.  of  Publicity.) 

The  census  department  at  Washington  has 
recently  issued  a  bulletin  giving  preliminary 
statistics  of  the  following  religious  census  of 
the  United  States. 

This  census  will  set  forth  facts  as  the' 
were  in  1916.  Another  religious  census  War 
issued  in  1906  and  another  in  1890.  These 
documents  are  the  only  available  statist ics 
setting  forth  of  all  the  facts  and  changes  in 
thd  religious  bodies  in  the  country,  and  their 
study  can  be  made  of  the  greatest  value  to 
missions  and  religious  statesmanship. 

(t  is  mv  purpose  here  only  to  call  atten¬ 
tion  to  a  few  facts  culled  from  the  advance 
bulletin  of  the  1916  census.  The  document 
itself  will  afford  material  for  many  articles 
and  for  extended  study. 

Baptists  will  remember  how  Dr.  II.  K. 
Carroll,  a  prominent  .Vfethodist  minister  at 
thp  North  (  has  for  years  in  his  statiatics 
seemed  to  make  the  number  of  our  denomina¬ 
tion  smuller  than  We  had  reason  to  believe  it 
w#s.  Yet  Dr.  Carroll  was  the  accredited 
»  statistician  of  the  Federal  Council  of 
Churches  and  our  people  have  been  sins  to

Baptist  figures.  For  instance,  the  gov.  n 
i(ient  census  of  1906  showed  that  there  Were 
sijbout  2,150.000  Negro  Baptists  in  he  South 
i, lone.  In  1917  our  Southern  Baptist  *atis 
ties  were  still  crediting  Negro  Baptists  with 
‘j, 150,000,  though  everybody  who  had  Watch 
I]  it  could  know  their  number  had  been 
Hteadliy  increasing.  Dr.  Carroll  seetns  to 
have  taken  these  figures  from  us.  The  Negro 
Baptists  have  contended  they  had  2  i<hMM"1 
members.  Now  eomes  the  1916  government 
census  and  gives  them  3,01  K.(MK) !  If  Dij.  (  ar- 
j-oll  had  put  in  a  footnote  the  fact  that  he  had 
insufficient  data  for  the  negro  figures,  he 
Could  not  be  criticized  for  his  mistake. 

Then  there  were  in  1906,  225,000  Free 
Will.  Hard  Shell  and  other  unaffiliated  white 
Baptists  in  the  South.  Of  these  Dr.  Carroll 
lisA  no  count  in  his  figures.  The  1916  census 
will  show  278,270  of  these  unaffiliated  Bap- 
fist  groups  in  the  country,  most  of  them  in 
ithe  South.  i 

Remembering  that  the  figures  arc  tot  1916 
i(not  1918)  the  Baptists  of  the  country  total 
ps  follows  in  the  census: 

Northern  Baptists _ 1,227,448 

Southern  Baptists  - - - 2,71 1,591 

Negro  Baptists  _ _ - _ i___ - 3,018,341 

Other  White  Baptists _ i. -  279.270 

Total  for  U.  S.  in  1916  . 7.236,650 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  statistics 

for  1918  show  2,844.301.  Add  to  this  the 
probable  number  of  non -affiliated  Baptists  in 
the  South,  and  the  total  is  somewhat  more 
than  3,000,000. 

There  are  now  more  than  3,000,000  white 


Baptists  in  the  South,  and  more  than  7,000,- 
000  Baptist  of  all  classes  in  America. 

I  wish  l  might  he  able  to  say  it  in  a  way 
that  would  challenge  the  attention  of  all  the 
brethren.  Numbers  are  not  everything,  but 
numbers  are  something,  and  we  should  know 
our  own  number.  Otherwise  well  informed 
Baptists,  are  often  give  nto  minimizing  our 
numbers.  The  distinguished  president  of  the 
Northern  Baptist  Convention,  in  a  recent  ad 
dress  before  that  body,  told  of  a  trip  he  had 
made  to  Great  Britain,  in  which  he  assun*l 
tin-  English  Baptists  in  a  speech  that  he 
K|M»ke  in  the  name  “of  6,000,000  American 
Baptists."  He  whs  more  than  a  million 
short  in  his  claims.  A  prominent  speaker 
before  the  recent  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  at  Hot  Springs,  Ark.,  referred  to  "our 
more  than  2,000,000  Southern  Baptists.” 
No;  it  is  more  than  3.000,000  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists.  Ineluding  the  negro  Baptists,  it  ia  more 
than  6,000,000  Baptists  in  the  South. 

The  total  religious  membership  of  the 
country  Is  by  the  census  bulletin  shown  to  be 
42,044,374  in  1916.  Of  these  15,742,262  are 
Romanist  population.  There  is  no  way  to  act 
forth  the  Roman  Cutholie  membership  that  is 
not  open  to  objection.  The  figure#  just  given 
are  manifestly  alisurd  in  trying  to  come  at 
any  just  basis  of  comparison  with  evangeli¬ 
cals  in  the  number  of  members.  The  Cath¬ 
olic  figures  are  "for  all  baptized  persona,  in- 
rluding  infants.”  It  may  reasonably  be 
supposed  that  it  includes  practically  all  in¬ 
fants.  Baptism  being  to  the  Romanist  priest 
a  “sacrament,”  he  docs  not  fail  to  apply  s 
ceremony  of  such  “saving”  value  to  the 
helpless  infant. 

If  there  arc  in  America  15,700,000  persona 
of  Catholic  families,  then-  arc  80,000,000 
persons  of  evangelical  families.  That  is 
Catholics  arc  really  about  sixteen  percent  of 
the  n-ligious  population  in  America  and  not 
37  per  cent,  as  the  camouflage  of  counting  all 
i  their  population  would  deceive  people  (and 

i  politicians)  into  believing  they  have. 

I  It  is  important  for  evangelicals  to  make 
t  this  distinction  and  teach  their  people  the 
-  truth.  The  same  result  will  follow,  if  we 
l  count  two  evangelical  adherents  to  every 
i  member  of  profession  of  faith,  before  com¬ 
paring  with  Catholics. 

s  Many  other  points  in  the  new  religious 
e  census  merit  close  study.  The  above  is 
1  merely  a  glimpse  at  the  figures.  Baptists  now

CHURCHE8  AND  THE  WAR. 

At  different  times,  during  the  last  few 
months,  I  have  been  asked  to  write  for  pub¬ 
lication  in  the  Record,  a  paper  that  would 
give  to  your  readers  my  position  as  to  what 
our  attitude  should  be  towards  our  God  and 
our  country  in  this  awful  crisis.  My  views 
on  the  subject  differ  so  much  from  what  I 
see  and  hear  that  I  have  hesitated  to  comply. 
A  few  days  ago  a  brother  met  me  on  the  steps 
of  the  postoffice  in  our  city  and  stopped  me 
to  tell  me  he  felt  that  1  ought  to  write  an 
article  for  the  Record  on  the  subject.  He 
said  it  would  do  great  good  and  that  I  owed 
it  to  the  Master  and  His  people.  I  know  that 
many  of  the  best  people  in  the  world  are 
with  me,  but  we  are  in  the  minority.  How¬ 
ever,  if  history  teaches  anything  it  teaches 
that  minorities  are  not  always  wrong. 

If  I  am  not  mistaken  there  is  a  manifest 
disposition  to  magnify  everything  else  but 
the  Cross  of  Christ.  Benevolence  and  patriot¬ 
ism  are  excellent  things  but  neither  one  is 
Christ.  Both  together  are  not  Christ.  I  can’t 
see  how  one  could  be  a  Christian  and  not  be  a 
patriot  but  1  cun  see  how  one  might  be  a 
patriot  and  not  be  a  Christian.  I  have  gone 
into  battle  with  men  who  would  march  right 
up  to  the  mouth  of  a  cannot  if  duty  demand¬ 
ed  it,  who  did  not  claim  to  know  anything 
about  Christ.  They  were  profane  and  wick¬ 
ed  men,  but  no  one  questioned  their  patriot¬ 
ism.  Countless  thousands  of  such  men  have 
sealed  their  devotion  to  their  country  with 
their  blood. 

Benevolence  is  not  Christ.  Though  I  be¬ 
stow  all  my  goods  to  feed  the  poor  and  have 
not  charity,  it  profiteth  me  nothing.

This  expression  is  found  in  the  sixth  etiap- 
tJr  of  Ephesians,  ui  the  American  Revision, 
lit  the  old  version  it  is  rendered  ‘‘Spiritual 
wickedness;”  in  the  Bible  Cfiion  vcjsion 
‘‘spiritual  powers  of  evil.”  The  correct  idea 
is  brought  out  only  in  the  first  and  last  trans¬ 
lations,  namely  that  the  forces  of  evill  are 
under  one  controlling  will,  that  they  are 
thoroughly  organized,  that  they  ure  great  in 
npmbers  and  mighty  in  power  and  that  ^hey 
a[e  astute  in  their  methods  of  work. 

It  is  worth  While  to  know  the  enemy  we 
have  to  deal  with  in  fighting  the  Christian 
battle  and  in  socking  to  subduo  the  world  to 
the  reign  of  Christ.  Jesus  insisted  that  [they 
Who  umlrrtisi'k  to  .follow  Him  and  carry  on 
is  work  should  count  the  cost,  acquaint 
themselves  with  what  they  hud  to  do  aijd  Is- 
prepared  for  it  before  they  went  into  the 
tight.  That  is  What  is  meant  by  the  parable 
of  the  king  going  forth  with  an  army  of  ten 
thousand  to  meet  another  with  thirty  thou- 
Wind.  This  is  the  force  of  Paul’s  words  to 
*  t]he  Kphisians  when  he  says.  |‘ Be  strength¬ 
ened  in  the  Lord  and  in  the  might  ojf  his 
Strength ;  put  on  the  whole  amror  of  God  that 


ye  may  be  able  to  stand  against  the  wiles  of  • 
the  devil.  For  our  fight  is  against  principal¬ 
ities  and  powers,  against  world  rulers  of  this 
darkness.  ” 

In  the  uient  mil  ';ii'  campaigns  qjkuropc 
it  is  almost  as  essential  to  know  the  strength 
and  resources  and  tactics  of  the  enemy  as  it 
is  to  know  your  own.  And  in  our  world  big 
spiritual  conflicts  it  is  necessary  for  us  to 
have  a  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  enemy,  his 
rcsoureefulnes  sand  his  conscienceless  meth¬ 
ods.  No  advantage  is  gained  by  shutting  our 
eyes  to  the  facts  of  his  strength  or  in  any 
way  underestimating  his  power.  It  is  the 
depth  of  stupidity  to  deny  the  existence  of 
the  devil  or  to  make  a  joke  of  his  work.  Any 
man  who  is  making  a  fight  for  a  clean  life, 
knows  that  he  has  not  himself  alone  to  con¬ 
tend  with,  not  with  flesh  and  blood  alone.  All 
the  more  those  who  are  seeking  to  push  for¬ 
ward  the  kingdom  of  Christ  in  the  world 
have  felt  the  force  of  resistance  which  he 
encounters  in  the  ‘‘spiritual  hosts  of  evil." 

But  the  special  point  to  be  remembered 
here  is  that  this  evil  force  to  be  reckoned 
with  is  a  grout  organization,  an  army  of  a 
world  ruler.  It  is  not  simply  an  inert  mass 
which  we  are  to  subdue  and  bring  into  order; 
it  is  not  the  downward  pull  of  gravity,  not 
the  backward  -pull  of  a  fallen  and  corrupt 
nature',  but  the  forcible  resistance  of  a  pur¬ 
poseful.  intelligent,  spiritual  and  mighty  or¬ 
ganization.  directed  by  a  head  who  has  ex¬ 
perience  and  resources  far  beyond  the  power 
of  mortal  man  or  within  the  personal  strength 
of  redeemed  men.  The  word  hosts  or  powers 
refers  to  an  army.  The  whole  pnssage  is  re¬ 
plete  with  military  figures,  figures  of  things 
with  which  Paul  and  must  ■■/  the  people  of 
his  day  were  surrounded  and  fnniiliar.  The 
Koiniin  army  was  a  thorough  organization 
with  the  I  ill  pern  tor  or  Caesar  as  its  head. 
It  aspired  to  lie  a  "world  ruler.”  The  pres¬ 
ent  German  organization  ip  a  copy  of  it  with 
the  Kaiser  at  its  head.  It  is  mainly  but  not 
solely  a  military  machine.  It  has  not  only 
its  Beelzebub  in  Von  Hindcnburg,  but  its 
Papons  and  Boyeds,  its  Bernatorka,  its  spies, 
its  consuls,  ita  commercial  agents,  its  re¬ 
serves  and  divers  representatives  in  every 
land  and  aspires  to  world  dominitiion  in 
every  sphere.  If  the  Kaiser  did  not  follow 
the  pattern  shown  him  in  the  mount  by  Satan, 
he  nt  least  has  produced  one  so  similar  to 
that  of  which  Paul  speaks  as  to  enable  us  bet¬ 
ter  Ui  understand  his  warning  and  his  exorta- 
tion. 

This  large  and  thorough  organization  of 
spiritual  forces  of  evil  will  help  ua  to  under¬ 
stand  how  a  widespread  pervasive  evil  in¬ 
fluence  will  manifest  itself  in  places  appar¬ 
ently  unconnected.  People  speak  of  this  as 
“the  spirit  of  .the  times"  which  is  so  often 
in  antagonism  of  the  Spirit  of  God.  It  mani¬ 
fests  itself  in  many  waya,  but  always  in  op- 
I  *  wit  *  >n  to  the  work  of  the  kingdom.  It  will 
appear  as  false  teaching,  or  indifference  to 
the  fundamentals  of  the  gospel,  or  the  spirit 
of  worldly  hurt,  or  outbreaking  crime,  or  op¬ 
position  to  the  plan  of  work  in  the  kingdom, 
or  supercilious  superiority  to  religion,  or  at¬ 
tacks  to  undermine  faith.  The  diversity  of 
hia  attacks  on  Job  is  a  simple  prelude  to  his 
methods  in  the  modern  world.  The  Christian 
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era  brought  these  force*  into  active  opera¬ 
tion.  That  is  what  Paul  means  when  he 
speak*  of  the  "spiritual  hosts  of  wickedness 
in  the  heavenly  realms.  ’’  This  does  not  im¬ 
ply  Satan's  activity  in  heaven,  nor  up  in  the 
air.  but  within  the  limits  and  in  conflict  with 
the  forces  of  God  in  His  kingdom  here  and 
now  in  the  world.  The  fight  is  joined  be¬ 
tween  Ood 's  men  and  women  and  the  powers 
of  darkness.  The  exhortation  was  never  so 
mighty  in  its  appeal  as  today  to  be  strength¬ 
ened  in  the  Lord  and  in  the  might  of  His 
strength;  to  put  on  the  whole  armor  of  God. 
The  present  world  conflict  will  enable  us  to 
understand  the  gravity  of  that  more  serious 
encounter  with  the  principalities  and  powers, 
the  world  rulers,  the  spiritual  hosts  of  wick¬ 
edness  in  the  heavenly  realms. 

HOW  ONE  WOMAN  MADE  GOOD. 


People  do  not  make  good  by  having  an 
easy  time.  Neither  do  they  make  good  by 
complaining  of  having  a  hard  time.  The 
woman  in  this  story  made  good  by  accepting 
rebuff  and  persistently  pursuing  her  purpose. 
You  will  find  the  story  in  the  Bible  of  course. 
She  was  not  of  Jewish  blood.  She  is  called 
variously  a  Syrophenicinn,  a  Greek  and  a 
f'anaanitish  woman,  all  of  which  indicate  the 
country,  the  locality  and  the  language  of  her 
people.  Her  racial  and  family  connections 
were  probably  badly  mixed,  but  she  had 
enough  spiritual  intuition  to  put  together  the 
little  knowledge  she  had  of  the  religion  of 
Jehovah  and  the  reports  which  had  boon 
wafted  to  her  in  this  roast  land  of  Tyre 
about  the  work  and  teaching  of  Jesus.  She 
had  had  sorrow  and  wits  still  under  its  bur¬ 
den.  Sorrow  is  a  great  quickencr  of  spiritual 
sight,  and  it  hail  had  its  effect  on  her.  For 
long  she  had  worked  under  the  burden  of  a 
family  afflictiou.  Her  daughter  was  grevioua- 
ly  vexed  with  a  demon.  She  had  sat  under 
its  shadow  and  nfeditated  upon  it,  upon  its 
causes  too  no  doubt,  its  purjtoses  and  wonder¬ 
ed  whether  three  could  ever  be  any  relief. 
She  had  not  much  knowledge  of  the  divine 
revelation,  but  must  have  worked  the  little 
she  had  overtime,  for  she  knew  something  of 
the  coining  Messiah,  David's  Son,  and  had 
heard  enough  about  Jesus  to  identify  Him  as 
the  one  who  was  to  come.  What  she  lacked 
in  knowledge  was  supplemented  by  her  dis¬ 
tress. 

And  so  she  came  out  and  cried  to  Jesus 
‘‘Have  mercy  on  me,  O  Lord,  thou  Son  of 
David ;  my  daughter  is  grevioualy  vexed  with 
a  demon.  What  she  hail  heard  of  His  kind¬ 
ness  emboldened  her  to  speak ;  what  she 
knew  of  herself  fortified  her  against  disap¬ 
pointment.  He  answered  her  not  a  word. 
Her  weight  of  sorrow  would  not  let  her  give 
up  and  she  continued  crying  after  Him.  The 
disciple*  themselves  were  puxzlcd  by  His  ap¬ 
parent  indifference  and  touched  by  her  dis¬ 
tressful  importunity.  They  take  up  her  case 
and  make  their  appeal  to  the  Master  "Send 
her  away  for  she  crieth  after  us.”  Perhaps 
they  hanlly  dared  to  express  more  s.vmpathy 
than  the  Lord  had  shown.  Touched  as  they 
doubtless  were,  they  did  not  wish  to  seem 
more  compassionate  than  He  and  so  they 
proffered  their  request  in  a  way  that  left  the 
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ipiestion  open  ns  to  whether  her  petition  was 
to  lie  granted.  But  anyway  they  were  in 
danger  of  attracting  uudesireable  attention 
and  perhaps  criticism.  Jesus  gave  them 
credit  for  supporting  her  petition,  but  said 
‘‘I  am  not  sent  but  to  the  lost  sheep  of  the 
house  of  Israel."  Even  with  this  she  is  not 
deterred  but  came  aud  worshipped  Him, 
saying,  "Lord,  help  me." 

Jesus  then  puts  her  to  the  hardest  test  of 
all:  "It  is  not  meet  to  take  the  children's 
bread  and  cast  it  to  the  dogs."  But  she  is 
equal  to  this  also  and  replies;  True,  Lord,  for 
even  the  dogs  eat  of  the  erumbs  that  fall  from 
the  master's  table.”  Then  Jesus  surrender.! 
and  His  mil  self  comes  into  manifestation: 
"O  woman  great  is  thy  faith  be  it  done  unto 
thee  even  as  thou  wilt.”  The  lesson  of  it  is 
this,  there  is  no  easy  way  to  make  good,  the 
woman  or  man  who  wins  out  must  pass  over 
the  thorny,  stony  road  of  hardship.  This  is 
not 'an  arbitrary  decree  of  a  willful  master. 
It  is  a  necessity  according  to  the  universal 
law  of  nature.  People  are  not  made  good, 
they  are  not  made  at  all  by  an  easy  process 
of  manufacture,  of  character  made  to  order 
and  handl'd  down  to  us.  Moral  excellence  as 
well  as  physical  muscle  is  built  up  by  hard 
blows  struck  by  a  growing  will.  God  wishes 
no  soft  flabbiness  in  the  ranks  of  His  follow¬ 
ers.  Stri'nuousness  is  the  law  of  develop¬ 
ment.  Hardship  is  the  only  road  to  victory. 
Mastery  of  self  and  circumstance  are  neces¬ 
sary  predecessors  of  mastery  over  other*. 
The  opportunity  is  given  to  everybody  who 
wishes  it.  Are  you  willing  to  make  good! 


THE  RECENT  CONVENTION. 


The  Convention  at  Hot  Springs  was  a  most 
gratifying  one.  In  matter  of  attendance  it 
was  n  great  surprise  to  this  writer.  We  had 
expected  a  small  Convention,  but  with  one 
exception  we  had  the  largest  in  our  history. 
For  high  spiritual  level,  broad  vision,  large 
purpose,  faith,  and  courageous  outlook  we 
think  we  have  never  seen  its  equal.  The 
Convention  has  never  made  a  more  creditable 
presentation  to  the  world  than  it  did  on  this 
occasion. 

The  supreme  task  of  those  who  attended 
this  Convention  is  to  carry  its  spirit,  ideal* 
and  influence  to  those  of  our  vast  numbers 
who  could  not  be  present  to  enjoy  its  ses¬ 
sions.  Much  care  should  be  taken  to  convey 
the  spirit  and  program  of  this  meeting,  and 
not  by  word  or  deed  to  modify  i^  and  shorten 
it*  influence.  Whether  we  as  individuals  are 
as  great  as  the  spirit  of  th$  Convention  will, 
I  judge,  be  shown  by  the  sort  of  representa¬ 
tion  we  give  the  Convention  to  those  who  did 
not  attend  it  and  by  the  loyalty  and  enthus¬ 
iasm  with  which  we  sustain  its  program. 

The  figure*  fixed  for  Foreign  Missions  are 
compared  with  what  we  have  been  doing 
large,  but  compared  with  what  we  are  able 
to  do,  and  with  what  some  other  denomina¬ 
tions  are  actually  doing  and  the  great  unmet 
need*,  they  are  small.

Since  accepting  the  presidency  of  (  lark 
College  I  have  received  many  letters  and 
words  of  encouragement  concerning  my  work 
thefe.  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
every  one  who  has  written  or  said  a  i  kind 
word  to  me  about  the  work.  It  is  my  inten¬ 
tion,  by  the  help  of  the  Lord  to  bo  labor  there 
that  the  brethren  will  have  nn  cause  to  re- 
grejt  what  they  have  said. 

fo  the  very  few  wh  o  have  paoken  dis¬ 
paragingly  concerning  the  work  there,  it,  is 
my]  hope  that  they  may  have  the  pleasure!  of 
reversing  their  opinion.  It  reminds  me  of 
the  very  harsh  criticisms  the  trustees  were 
subjected  to  when  they  proposed  to  change 
the  name  of  our  hospital  at  Memphis.  Be¬ 
ing  one  of  the  trustees,  I  kept  tab  oil  those 
wh|o  were  exceedingly  unkind  in  their  re¬ 
marks,  and  I  found  that  not  a  single  ona  of 
them  was  making  any  gift  to  the  hospital.  If 
everyone  was  in  favor  of  1  lark  College,  I 
would  not  go  there,  for  1  would  know  sopie- 
thing  was  wrong.  No  good  thing  ever  had 
evfry  one  in  its  favor. 

"As  to  the  need  of  ('lark  <  'ollege,  it  never 
haw  entered  my  mind  that  there  has  ever  peen 
a  tim  ewhen  we  did  not  ne<sl  more  ^issl 
Baptist  schools  than  wc  have  had.  There  are 
plenty  of  boys  and  girls  in  Mississippi  to  sup¬ 
port  ten  Baptist  Schools,  and  then  have  some 
to]  spare.  No  other  Baptist  school  in  the 
stjitc  can  do' fo#  our  boys  and  girls  ^hat 
Clark  College  nan  do.  This  school  should 
1st  a  feeder  and  helper  to  our  other  Baptist 
schools,  and  shall  I*’  so  long  as  I  am  at  its 
head.  We  talk  about  making  Xlississippi  a 
Bhpttist  empire.  The  only  way  to  do  it  is 
to  send  out  in  tfcc  state  an  intelligent  Baptist 
citizenship. 

Some  talkaboht  making  Clark  College  go. 
T|iis  reminds  me  of  the  worn  out  expression 
“{doing  our  hit.”  The  school  does  not  Peed 
me  to  make  it  go.  If  one  will  examine  its 
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work  daring  its  history  he  will  find  a  most 
excellent  record.  It  is  my  hope  to  help  make 
it  a  larger  and  greater  school.  I  know  it  is 
a  hard  job.  The  hardest  jobs  on  earth  are 
running  denominational  papers  and  schools. 
The  men  who  run  them  do  harder  work,  do 
more  work  free,  get  more  "cuaain,  and  leas 
pay  than  any  other  class  of  men  that  I 
know  of.  It  takes  prayer,  money,  real  teach 
era.  students  and  good  old  common  horse 
sense  to  make  a  school. 

We  an-  busy  " trying  to  get  our  teaching 
force  for  another  session,  and  hope  to  be  able 
to  announce  the  entire  faculty  in  a  few  more 
days.  Wc  have  already  some  of  our  teach¬ 
ers  all  of  whom  an-  specialists  in  their  line 
None  but  the  l»s«t  will  be  employed,  neither 
will  we  employ  a  teacher  who  is  not  willing 
to  do  his  dead  level  best  for  the  school,  both 
in  the  schisil  nsiiii  and  out. 

Clark  Collcke  has  a  most  beautiful  loca¬ 
tion.  The  buildings  inssl  to  have  at  least  one 
■thousand  dollars  worth  of  repairs.  It  is  my 
■Cpurpc-'1  to  raise  this  money  this  summer,  and 
■have  this  work  done.  When  we  meet  our 
\  Isiys  and  girls  there  on  the  18th  of  September 
we  expect  them  to  be  greeted  by  buildings 
cleaned  up  and  repaired  on  the  inside,  and 
thoroughly  tlrvsmsl  up  on  the  outside.  At¬ 
tractive  buildings  have  much  to  do  with  the 
ideals  of  a  student’s  life. 

I  certaiuly  covet  the  prayers  of  all  con¬ 
cerned.  1  will  know  whether  you  are  pray¬ 
ing  for  the  si-hool  or  not,  for  if  you  pray 
for  it.  you  will  put  something  into  it.
